As briefly stated last issue, the Uni- 
ted States supreme court held that 
there is nothing shown in the case of 
Caleb Powers which warrants the Fed- 
eral court taking charge of it.

School, which was 
founded by the General Assembly in 
1897 and the toUl cost of which will 
not fall short of $100,000, including the 
dormitory and other dejiartment build- 
ings. The school opened with an en- 
rollment of 56 and has now near 1,000 
pupils and 30 instructors. The main 
college building is a piece of architect- 
ural beauty and would be a credit to a 
city of 10 times the size of this one. 

But enough on Oklahoma. It seems 
we struck the West just in time for the 
bad weather, snow, sleet, rain and 
wind.

The wind can blow so 
easily. The sun may set clear and cold 
and yet by midnight it is apt to be 
storming and by daybreak a veritable 
blizzard will be raging.

28. was a cold, windy day with sand 
storms, the wind blowing with almost 
cyclonic velix-ity a typical Kansas 
blizzard and as the Harper Sentinel de- 
scribed it, “a regular Kansas day" to 
the old settlers. The cyclones and winds 
are some of the many things that have 
made Kansas famous, but despite the 
many drawbacks, high winds, drouths, 
hot winds, grass hoppers and other like 
evils, it is a great State and when the 
old State does produce a bumper wheat 
and com crop there need be no unrest 
from other sections of the union, as it 
has been truly said of Kansas that in 
seasons of plenty she can bread the 
country. This State is not frequented 
with drouths as it was in years gone 
by, while the farmers are more able to 
withstand a dry year as they have learn- 
ed how to farm during such seasons and 
will harvest fairly good crops, whereas 
20 years ago under similar conditions 
nothing more than a crop of provender 
would reward the farmer for his toil. 
The farmer is becoming more educate*! 
to conditions and is able to overcome 
many of the obstacles that the early
